Brent McDonald from Port Hawlcesbuiy 
added a judo silver to the two gold won by 
Whitney Lohnes and Dylan Landry on 
Wednesday. 


“A lot of us have done well in past tour¬

McDonald said. 

“We knew we could do it.” 

In figure skating, Dartmouth’s Tia Dol- 
liver, 19, finished second in Special 
Olympics Single Level 3 Female to mark 
the second Canada Winter Games in a row 
she has won a silver. 

On Friday, Nova Scotia’s boxers will 
compete for four gold medals starting at 7 
p.m. at the Halifax Forum after thrilling 
the home crowd with a semifinal sweep on 
Thursday.

Most people 
in HRM de¬ 
scribe them¬ 
selves as 
being over¬ 
weight. Fifty- 
six per cent 
of those surveyed, in fact. 

And according to re¬ 
search I’ve conducted on 
the subject, healthy eating 
habits (or lack thereof) offer 
up some veiy interesting 
findings as to why. 

Although we say we are 
out of shape, 43 per cent of 
HRM residents surveyed say 
they eat junk food up to 
five times per week. Yet on¬ 
ly two per cent exercise dai¬ 
ly and an additional 14 per 
cent only exercise once or 
twice per week. 

Maybe, as expected, the 
biggest couch potato of¬ 
fenders are those 18 to 24, 
but the older age group is 
not much better. 

Despite what appear to 
be our poor eating habits 
and lack of exercise, over 40 
per cent of HRM people sur¬ 
veyed express concern over 
their health, but they seem 
to be doing little about it. 

Many of us feel we can 
find a pill to fix it all. Al¬ 
most 50 per cent are taking 
such vitamins or supple-

ments daily. 

So why are we engaging 
in these poor lifestyle 
habits? Well, two-thirds of 
HRM residents feel that eat¬ 
ing healthy is expensive, 
and this is particularly true 
among the 35-to-44 crowd 
where that number spikes 
to 80 per cent. 

Only 10 per cent of us 
seem aware of the Canada 
Food Guide, but over 60 per 
cent have tried some form 
of dieting in the past 12 
months. 

We appear to be looking 
for quick fixes rather than 
investing in a healthy 
lifestyle on a daily basis. 

The research does have a 
few bright spots, however. 

Eighty per cent of those 
surveyed say they don’t 
smoke and our alcohol con¬ 
sumption at 4.6 drinks per 
week is among the lowest 
in the countiy, according to 
federal government studies.

Student 
Association 
tackles 
tuition hike 


O Amid plans to change government 
assistance program, ANSSA makes 
18 recommendations 


Students know tuition 
costs for Nova Scotia’s uni¬ 
versities will increase next 
year. 

What they don’t know is 
how the government plans 
to restructure its student 
assistance program to ad¬ 
dress the increased cost to 
post-secondary education. 

In absence of details 
from the province, the Al¬ 
liance of Nova Scotia Stu¬ 
dent Association has 
released 18 recommenda¬ 
tions on changes to the No¬ 
va Scotia Student 
Assistance Program. 

The recommendations 
include increasing the non¬ 
repayable grant portion of 
the student assistance 
package (to 50 per cent 
from 20 per cent), setting a 
debt cap, and removing the 
cap on in-study income ex¬ 
emption. 

Representatives from 
ANSSA and the Canadian 
Federation of Students met 
with Advanced Education 
Minister Marilyn More on 
Thursday to discuss the is¬ 
sues. 

“It was us doing a lot of 
talking and her doing a lot 
of listening,” said ANSSA 
executive director Mark 
Coffin. “So we didn’t get as 
much feedback on where 
things are at with the 
changes they’re consider-

ing right now, which is a 
bit unfortunate.” 

Coffin said department 
officials did say they were 
making moves to simplify 
the loan application 
process, implement a debt 
cap, and change the 
grant/loan ratio. 

But the student advoca¬ 
cy groups were told they’ll 
have to wait to budget day 
for specifics. 

More said some of 
ANSSA’s recommendations 
fit well with what her de¬ 
partment is considering in 
the lead up to the budget. 

“Others are more relat¬ 
ed to the upcoming (Mem¬ 
orandum of 

Understanding) negotiat¬ 
ing process, and others still 
might be appropriate to 
look at in terms of legisla¬ 
tion,” she said.

Feds to say whether

The assaults aimed to 
push back a revolt that has 
moved closer to Gadhafi’s 
bastion in the capital, 
Tripoli. The uprising has al¬ 
ready unravelled parts of 
Gadhafi’s regime. 

In the latest blow to the 
Libyan leader, a cousin who 
is one of his closest aides, 
Ahmed Gadhaf al-Dam, an¬ 
nounced that he has defect¬ 
ed to Egypt in protest 
against the regime’s bloody 
crackdown against the up¬ 
rising, denouncing what he 
called “grave violations to 
human rights and human 
and international laws.” 

In Zawiya, 50 kilometres 
west of Tripoli, an army 
unit attacked the city’s 
Souq Mosque, where 
regime opponents had 
been camped for days in a 
protest calling for Gad- 
hafi’s ouster, a witness 
said. The soldiers opened 
fire with automatic 


weapons and hit the 
mosque’s minaret with fire 
from an anti-aircraft gun, 
he said. 

A doctor at a field clinic 
set up at the mosque said 
he saw the bodies of 10 
dead, shot in the head and 
chest, as well as around 
150 wounded. 

The other attack came at 


a small airport outside Mis- 
rata, Libya’s third largest 
city, where rebel residents 
claimed control Wednes¬ 
day. Militiamen with rock¬ 
et-propelled grenades and 
mortars barraged rebels 
who were guarding the air¬ 
port, said one of the rebels 
involved in the battle.

4,500 Chinese workers flee Libya by ship 



Two ships braved churning 
seas Thursday to whisk 
some 4,500 Chinese work¬ 
ers away from strife-torn 
Libya to the island of 
Crete, while rough weath¬ 
er further west in the 
Mediterranean left hun¬ 
dreds of Americans strand¬ 
ed on a ferry in Tripoli. 

As tens of thousands of 
foreigners sought to flee 
fierce fighting in Libya, Eu¬ 
ropean countries scram¬ 
bled to send more ships 
and militaiy planes to the 
North African nation and 
Britain mulled whether to 
send in its military to res¬ 
cue stranded oil workers. 

Several airlines sus¬ 


pended flights to Libya on 
Thursday — Lufthansa, 
Austrian Airlines and Ali¬ 
talia — amid scenes of 
chaos and deteriorating se¬ 
curity at Tripoli airport. 

Those who made it out 
described a frightening 
scene: Bodies hanging from 
electric poles in Libya’s 
eastern port of Benghazi 
and militia trucks driving 
around full of dead bodies. 
One video showed a tank 
apparently crushing a car 
with people inside. 

In Crete, some passen¬ 
gers smiled and waved 
from the decks of the 
Greek-flagged Hellenic 
Spirit as it arrived from 


Benghazi, a city that has 
broken away from Libyan 
leader Moammar Gadhafi’s 
control. 


“The situation was pretty 
bad over there ... we heard 
lots of gunfire and saw 
many bumed-out build¬ 


ings,” said Pantelis Kimen- 
diadis, a Greek oil worker 
employed near Benghazi. 

“Everyone is really tired 
and just glad to be out of 
there ... We have Libyan 
friends and colleagues who 
got us out. Our lives were 
in their hands.” 

Up to 15,000 Chinese are 
expected to arrive by ferry 
to Crete and fly home on 
chartered flights — about 
half the number of Chinese 
working in Libya on con¬ 
struction and oil projects. 

Greece has sent four 
more ferries to Libya, along 
with a frigate and three 
militaiy transport planes.

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Soviet spacecraft to be 
auctioned off in N.Y. 


O Capsule carried a cosmonaut 
mannequin and live dog into space 



Just weeks before the first 
man shot into outer space 
in 1961, the Soviets 
launched a dress rehears¬ 
al. The Vostolc 3KA-2 
spacecraft — a twin of the 
Vostolc 3KA-3 that later 
carried cosmonaut Yuri 
Gagarin — is being auc¬ 
tioned in New York on 
April 12, the 50th an¬ 
niversary of the manned 
mission. 

The capsule, scorched 
during its re-entry into 
the Earth’s atmosphere, 
was to go on exhibit at 
the Sotheby’s auction 
house galleries Thursday. 
It’s estimated to sell for 
between $2 million and 
$10 million. 

The life-size spacesuit- 
ed mannequin, nick¬ 
named Ivan Ivanovich, 
has been on loan at the 
Smithsonian National Air 
and Space Museum in 
Washington, D.C., since 
1997. It was bought at 


Sotheby’s by the Perot 
Foundation in 1993. 

The faux astronaut 
shared the small capsule 
with a mutt named Zvez- 
dochlca, or Little Star, 
who made it back from 
space safely. 

The test mission made 
one low Earth orbit be¬ 
fore its re-entry 115 min¬ 
utes later and landing in 
a snow-covered gully near 
Izhevsk, an industrial city 
in what’s now the Euro¬ 
pean part of Russia. 

Just 18 days later, the 
3KA-3 manned capsule, 
later renamed Vostolc 1, 
carried Gagarin on the 
world’s first space flight. 
Like the mannequin, 
Gagarin was ejected from 
the capsule and parachut¬ 
ed down. 

The Vostolc 1 is now 
housed in the Rlclc Ener- 
gia Museum near 
Moscow.

Police in Thailand say an 
elephant trampled a Swiss 
tourist to death during 
what was supposed to be a 
peaceful ride through the 
jungle in the south of the 
tropical country. 

Police Lt.-Col. Apidej 
Chuailcua said the 63-year- 
old woman died Tuesday 
when a pair of elephants 
carrying her and four oth¬ 
er tourists crossed paths 


and began fighting in a 
forest in Surat Thani 
province. 

Chuailcua said Thursday 
that one of the elephants 
reared up, throwing the 
woman to the ground, 
where she was stomped 
repeatedly. Swiss govern¬ 
ment officials could not 
immediately be reached 
for comment. 

Chuailcua said four oth¬ 
er tourists suffered minor 
injuries when they 
jumped off the elephants’ 
backs and fled. Their 
nationalities were not im¬ 
mediately known.

Discovery 
makes last 
voyage 

Space shuttle Discovery 
blasted off on its final 
voyage Thursday.

They’re headed for the 
International Space Sta¬ 
tion after a four-month 
delay for fuel tank 
repairs. 


This is Discovery’s 
39th and final mission.

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Ruling: Assange 
faces extradition 

O WikiLeaks founder’s lawyers question Sweden’s judicial process 
O Lawyers express concern Assange risks being handed over to the U.S. 


Background 

WikiLeaks released tens of 
thousands of U.S. military 
documents on the wars in 
Afghanistan and Iraq and 
on U.S. diplomatic efforts 
worldwide, deeply anger¬ 
ing U.S. and international 
officials. 

r Assault Shortly after Wiki¬ 
Leaks released sensitive 
documents, two Swedish 
women accused Assange 
of sexual assault. 

► Arrest. Assange was arrest¬ 
ed in London in December. 
► Appeal. Assange has 
appealed the extradition 
rulings and his case could 
eventually be brought be¬ 
fore Britain's High Court. 


The WikiLeaks media pa¬ 
rade returned to the 
Belmarsh Magistrates’ 
Court once again, this time 
to hear for certain Julian 
Assange’s fate. 

At Belmarsh 
Magistrates’ Court in 
southeast London, District 
Judge Howard Riddle ruled 
the 39-year-old 
whistleblower should be 
extradited to Sweden to 
face sexual assault allega¬ 
tions. 

The judge rejected 
claims from the WikiLeaks 
founder that he would not 
face a fair trial, saying the 
allegations of rape and sex¬ 
ual molestation by two 
women against Assange 
meet the definition of ex¬ 
traditable offences and 
that the Swedish warrant 
had been properly issued 


and was valid. 

After hearing three days 
of testimony this month. 
Riddle concluded, “there is 
simply no reason to 
believe there has been a 
mistake.” 

Eventually, Assange left 
the building to speak in 
front of the media. 

Looking tired rather than 
his relaxed self, Assange, 
while gazing across to the 
attentive media, called the 
court case an “abusive 
process.” The famed 
whistleblower did not ap¬ 
pear to smile throughout 
his speech. 

After the judge’s 
decision surfaced to the 
outside, the number of 
protesters — many of 
whom donned masks a la 
the movie V For Vendetta 
— swelled, voicing their 


anger and frustration. A 
number of activists 
performed a sit-down 
protest as a result of the 
hearing, after which they 
were eventually physically 
removed by police. 

Meanwhile, Claes 
Borgstrom, the lawyer 
representing the two 
women at the centre of the 
sexual allegations, told ma¬ 
jor Swedish news agency 
Tidningamas 
Telegrambyra: “This deci¬ 
sion was expected because 
there was no reason to re 
fuse extradition. The only 
thing would be if the Eng¬ 
lish court had decided 
that Assange couldn’t be 
guaranteed a fair trial 
in Sweden, and that is 
not the case.”

Spy swapped, but says no spy 


The Peruvian journalist 
deported by the United 
States to Russia in a spy 
swap last year says she 
never spied for Moscow — 
and her husband hid his 
espionage from her until 
the couple’s arrest. 

Vicky Pelaez says she al¬ 
so intends to return to her 
native country. 


“I might never forgive 
him,” Pelaez said of her 
Russian husband, Mikhail 
Vasenkov, according to an 
interview published 
Thursday by the news 
magazine Caretas. 

She said she had known 
him only as Juan Lazaro, a 
supposed Uruguayan, 
through nearly 20 years of 


marriage. 

The two were deported 
from their home in New 
York to Russia in July with 
eight others — alleged 
sleeper spies — after they 
pleaded guilty to conspir¬ 
ing to act as unregistered 
agents of a foreign 
country. 

“Two hours before the 


sentencing, he still called 
himself Juan Lazaro. The 
diplomats and lawyers 
were the ones who 
suggested he give his real 
Russian name" said 
Pelaez, a former longtime 
columnist for the New 
York newspaper El 
Diario/La Prensa.

Rafat Al-Alchali’s solution 
for reforming his country 
sounds, well, so 
Canadian. He laughs. 

“I know, I know, it does 
sound so nice. Hey, let’s 
just be friends.” 

Maybe that’s what he 
gets for living in Calgary 
and Montreal for the last 
eight years, returning 
home as revolutions 
swept the Arab world. Al- 
Akhali, 28, grew up under 
President Ali Abdullah 
Saleh’s rule and, like 
many his age, says he was 
inspired by the 
revolutions in Tunisia and 
Egypt that toppled two 
autocratic presidents. 

“But every time we 
look at that and try to fig¬ 
ure out how it’s going to 
happen here, the scenar¬ 
ios don’t work out,” he 


said earlier this week as 
he drove through the cap¬ 
ital’s downtown. 

“We want change, but 
we don’t want it to be 
bloody. The corruption is 
there, the president and 
regime failed to manage 
the country properly, un¬ 
employment rate is high 
— Yemen is failing in 
many aspects.” 

But Al-Akhali stresses 
what many analysts and 
politicians have said for 
weeks — Yemen is differ¬ 
ent. “The regime here is 
intertwined in the social 
fabric. They’re all tribal 
heads, they’re all influen¬ 
tial, so when you say 
bring down the regime 
it’s like bringing down so¬ 
ciety.”

The similarities with 
Facebook don’t stop there. 
Box is based in Palo Alto, as 
Facebook has been for near¬ 
ly seven years. Its CEO, 
Aaron Levie, is a 26-year-old 
college dropout like Face 
book founder Mark Zucker- 
berg who left Harvard in 
2004 and moved to Silicon 
Valley to build what turned 
into the biggest social-net¬ 
working site. 

Levie started Box with 
$11,000 that his longtime 
friend, co-founder Dylan 
Smith, won in poker 
games. The site works by 
allowing users to upload 
content to the company’s 
computer centres. Storing 
information this way 
means it can be called up 
on any device with an In¬ 


ternet connection. 

George Bischof, manag¬ 
ing partner of Meritech 
Capital, sees some parallels 
to Facebook when 
Meritech invested in that 
company in 2006. It was 
right about the time that 
Facebook became available 
to all comers after confin¬ 
ing the service to college 
students. Since then. Face- 
book has grown to more 
than 500 million users and 
boasts a market value of 
$50 billion, based on $1.5 
billion in investments engi¬ 
neered by Goldman Sachs 
last month. 

Levie won’t reveal the 
market value implied by 
the latest investment, but 
said it’s below $1 billion US. 
Box finished last year with 
$5 million US. 

And though the story of 
Box may not be the stuff of 
Hollywood movies, that

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Prices drop, as 
Libyan oil sputters 

O Crude prices in just a week have jumped 20 per cent to two-year highs 
O Investors worry other Mideast oil producers could be engulfed in chaos 


High and dry 

► Italy this week suspended 
its Greenstream pipeline 
supply of natural gas from 
Libya into Italy. Italy, which 
takes 12 per cent of its nat¬ 
ural gas from Libya, is hav¬ 
ing to import more from 
Norway, Algeria, Russia 
and other countries. 

!► Spanish energy company 
Repsol says it is producing 
about 160,000 barrels of 
crude daily in Libya, down 
from 300,000 barrels 
before the crisis started. 

► French oil giant Total says 
it started to wind down its 
operations last year, while 
Germany's Wintershall 
shut down operations that 
produced up to 100,000 
barrels of oil per day. 


Oil prices dropped Thurs¬ 
day for the first time in 
nine days after the Interna¬ 
tional Energy Agency said 
the rebellion in Libya may 
have cut oil production less 
than feared. 

The International Ener¬ 
gy Agency said the uprising 
in Libya has forced oil com¬ 
panies to cut production by 
500,000 to 750,000 barrels 
per day, or less than one 
per cent of global daily oil 
use. That’s roughly half of 
what Italy’s Eni, Libya’s 
largest oil producer, esti¬ 
mated Thursday. 

The IEA also said it can 
make up for lost shipments 
by tapping into surpluses 
held by member countries, 
which include the U.S., the 
U.K., France and Germany. 
Member nations hold 1.6 
billion barrels of emer¬ 
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gency oil, or enough to sup¬ 
ply the group for 145 days. 

The IEA said it is in close 
contact with OPEC as well. 


Saudi Arabia, the most im¬ 
portant member of the Or¬ 
ganization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries, said it 
would boost production, if 
necessary, to make up for 
shortfalls. The Saudis pro¬ 
duce about 8.5 million bar¬ 
rels of oil a day and have 
the capacity to produce 
more than 12 million a day. 

Benchmark West Texas 
Intermediate crude for 
April delivery fell 82 cents 
yesterday to settle at $97.28 
US on the New York Mer¬ 
cantile Exchange. 

Thursday’s drop sug¬ 
gests that traders “are start¬ 
ing to recognize that prices 
have become overextend¬ 
ed,” said Tom Kloza, pub¬ 
lisher and chief oil analyst 
at Oil Price Information 
Service.

New light on early residents 


‘Truly spectacular’

Some 11,500 years ago, 
one of North America’s 
earliest families laid the 
remains of a three-year- 
old child to rest in their 
home in what is now Alas¬ 
ka. 

The discoveiy of that 
burial is shedding new 
light on the life and times 
of the early settlers who 
crossed to the New World 
from Asia, researchers re¬ 
port in Friday’s edition of 
the journal Science. 

The bones represent 
the earliest human 
remains discovered in the 
Arctic, a “pretty 
significant find,” said Ben 
A. Potter of the University 
of Alaska Fairbanks. 

While ancient Alaskan 


residents were known to 
hunt large game, the new¬ 
ly discovered site shows 
they also foraged for fish, 
birds and small mammals, 
he explained. 

“Here we know there 
were young children and 
females. So this is a whole 
piece of the settlement 
system that we had virtu¬ 
ally no record of.” 

The site of the 


discoveiy, Upper Sun Riv¬ 
er, is in the forest of the 
Tanana lowlands in 
central Alaska, Potter and 
his colleagues report. 

Potter said the find, 
which included evidence 
of what appeared to be a 
seasonal house and the 
cremated remains of the 
child, “is truly spectacular 
in all senses of the word.”

If his recent career choices 
haven’t made it clear — 
Charlie and the Chocolate 
Factory, the Pirates of the 
Caribbean films, Alice in 
Wonderland — Johnny 
Depp is looking to enter¬ 
tain the kids. And his lat¬ 
est, the animated Rango 
about a chameleon who es¬ 
capes his cage and fights 
crime in the Wild West, is 
no exception. 

“Kids in general, as an 
audience, are the way for¬ 
ward because they’re not 
sullied by intellectual ex¬ 
pectation or this or that. 
It’s a very pure kind of re¬ 
sponse to the work,” Depp 
says. 

“I trust kids far more 
than I do adults. Kids give 


you the honest opinion, 
you know. They tell the 
truth.” 

The revelation about 
younger audiences came, 
naturally, from his own ex¬ 
periences as a parent, 
Depp explains. “Before Pi¬ 
rates 1, I had a daughter. 
And for about four years, 
all I watched was like car¬ 
toons — just cartoons,” he 
explains. “I realized at that 
point that the parameters 
were far away from what 
we do in sort of normal, 
everyday movies, and that 
you can get away with a lot 
more. Kids accept a lot 
more, and they buy it, you 
know, because they’re 
free.” 

But while kids are a 
much more satisfying audi¬ 
ence, Depp’s own children 
— daughter Lily-Rose, 11, 
and son Jack, 9 — can also 
be the toughest critics. And 


perhaps as a result of hav¬ 
ing such a famous and 
chameleon-lilce father, 
Depp’s kids aren’t easily 
fazed by his work. 

“The things that I’ve 
done that my kids have 
been sort of privy to — 
Willy Wonka and all — it 


doesn’t register,” he says. 
“They’re far more interest¬ 
ed in Family Guy or Justin 
Bieber.” 

While Depp easily con¬ 
cedes that being an actor 
means telling lies for a liv¬ 
ing, telling lies as a parent 
hasn’t come nearly as natu¬ 


rally for him. 

“I had horrific guilt for 
many years, playing along 
with the Santa Claus 
thing,” he says. “You’re 
never going to bring it up 
to them. They’re going to 
arrive and say, ‘Hey, you’ve 
been telling me a lie for my 


entire life. What are you 
prepared to do about that?’ 

“We’re now kind of just 
on the outskirts of that, so 
I feel OK. But these are lies 
that society tells you you 
must keep going, these 
kind of myths. And I feel 
guilt about it. I still do.”

Former King of Kensington 
star Fiona Reid wishes she’d 
been a bit older when the 
Canadian sitcom endeared 
audiences on both sides of 
the border in the ’70s. 

“If I hadn’t been so 
young I would’ve appreciat¬ 
ed it more for what it was,” 
said Reid, 59, who will re¬ 
ceive an Award of Excel¬ 
lence Friday from the 
Toronto chapter of the 
Canadian performers 
union, ACTRA. 

“I’ve never quite got over 
the depth of that bonding 
with an audience that show 
created, and for me that 
was the litmus test that 
said, ‘Yes, Canadians want 
to see their own on screens.’ 

“What we have to fight 
now is just to make sure the 
economics and the water¬ 
ing down of CRTC regula¬ 
tions don’t allow our 
culture to disappear.” 

King of Kensington 
starred Reid as Cathy, wife 
of convenience store owner 
Lany (the late A1 Waxman), 
who was a mediator of sorts 
for residents in Toronto’s

Guest stars 
included John Candy, Eu¬ 
gene Levy and Mike Myers. 

Launched in 1975 on 
CBC, the show ran for five 
seasons, was syndicated in 
the U.S. and drew compar¬ 
isons to Norman Lear sit¬ 
coms of the decade, 
including All in the Family 
and Maude. 

Born in England, Reid 
lived in several countries 
before settling in Canada

The streaker (1974) 

Just as host David Niv¬ 
en was about to intro¬ 
duce Elizabeth Taylor, 
a naked man came 
running across the 
stage behind him, 
flashing a peace sign. 
Niven, being the epito¬ 
me of British class and 
cool, didn’t miss a beat. 
He deadpanned: “Isn’t 
it fascinating to think 
that probably the only 
laugh that man will 
ever get in his life is by 
stripping off and show¬ 
ing his shortcomings?” 



Marlon Brando sends 
Sacheen Littlefeather 
on stage (1973) 

Brando won best actor 
for his iconic portrayal 
of Don Corleone in The 
Godfather. But he 
refused to accept the 
award, and instead 
sent a woman who said 
she was an Apache 
named Sacheen Little- 
feather to speak on his 
behalf. Brando was 
protesting what he be¬ 
lieved to be stereotypi¬ 
cal treatment of Native 
Americans in the film 
industiy. 



Rob Lowe’s duet with 
Snow White (1989) 

Allan Carr injected an 
element of camp when 
he took over as produc¬ 
er of the Academy 
Awards. But his 
Oscar ceremony is con¬ 
sidered one of the 
biggest flops in the 
show’s histoiy. It 
included a 20-minute 
opening dance number 
with a Snow White- 
loolcalilce singing 
Proud Maiy with Lowe, 
who was then at the 
height of his hotness. 



Bjork’s swan dress 
( 2001 ) 

Bjorlc dazzled and be¬ 
deviled eveiyone when 
she showed up at the 
planet’s most-watched 
red carpet in a white, 
fluffy gown with a 
swan’s head draped 
around her neck. (The 
Icelandic singer and ac¬ 
tress was nominated 
for best original song 
for I’ve Seen It All from 
Lars von Trier’s Dancer 
in the Dark.) It is 
arguably the most 
famous outfit ever 
worn to the Oscars. 



Jack Palance’s one- 
armed push-ups (1992) 

Palance had been nom¬ 
inated for an Oscar 
twice, for best support¬ 
ing actor in 1952’s Sud¬ 
den Fear and 1953’s 
Shane. Four decades 
later, when he finally 
won the award for City 
Slickers, he proved he 
was just as virile as 
ever at 72. In the mid¬ 
dle of a raunchy 
acceptance speech, he 
dropped to the stage 
and did a series of one- 
armed push-ups. 




Robert Benigni’s seat 
climbing (1999) 

The Italian actor and 
director couldn’t just 
walk up on stage and 
give humble, teaiy- 
eyed thanks when his 
Life Is Beautiful won 
the Oscar for best for¬ 
eign-language film. In¬ 
stead, he leaped from 
one seat back to anoth¬ 
er, whipping the audi¬ 
ence into a frenzy, 
before hopping up the 
steps and giving 
presenter Sophia Loren 
a long, tight bear hug. 



Ordinary People beats 
Raging Bull (1981) 

Not so much a wacky 
moment but a befud¬ 
dling one. How could 
the Academy get this 
one so wrong? In ret¬ 
rospect, Martin Scors¬ 
ese’s Raging Bull 
emerges as a small 
masterpiece, intimate¬ 
ly powerful in black 
and white. Ordinaiy 
People, Robert 
Redford’s directing de¬ 
but, feels like a 
respectable and well- 
made if austere family 
drama. 



Dances With Wolves 
beats Goodfellas (1991) 

Ten years later, the 
Academy gets it wrong 
again, with Scorsese on 
the losing end for the 
second time. Sure, 
Kevin Costner’s Dances 
With Wolves is a 
sweeping epic, impres¬ 
sive in its enormity, but 
looking back it feels 
condescending and a 
little corny. Goodfellas, 
meanwhile, is an exam¬ 
ple of Scorsese’s virtu¬ 
oso filmmaking at its 
finest. 



You like Sally Field 
(1985) 

Places in the Heart 
earned Field her 
second best-actress Os¬ 
car — the first came 
for 1979’s Norma Rae 
— but this one meant 
more to her, she said 
in her acceptance 
speech. This time, she 
said she finally felt the 
respect of her peers: “I 
can’t deny the fact 
that you like me. Right 
now, you like me!” It’s 
a line that would be 
endlessly parodied — 
and misquoted. 



South Park guys show 
up in drag (2000) 

Trey Parker and Matt 
Stone arrived to 
support South Park: 
Bigger, Longer & 
Uncut, which earned 
them an original-song 
nomination for the 
jaunty Blame Canada. 
Stone donned a replica 
of the pink gown 
Gwyneth Paltrow wore 
a year earlier, while 
Parker wore a knock¬ 
off of Jennifer Lopez’s 
plunging green 
Versace number. 
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New versus old 

O Oscars hash it out between tradition and freshness at this year’s awards 
show O King’s Speech faces off against Social Network for best picture 


Old against young, estab¬ 
lishment against upstart, 
familiar faces against fresh 
ones. Hollywood has laid 
out a battle of the ages at 
Sunday’s Academy Awards. 

Among the 10 best-pic¬ 
ture nominees, the show 
really comes down to just 
two: The King’s Speech, a 
costume drama that oozes 
Oscar tradition with its 
British accents, aristocratic 
pageantry and triumph 


over disability, and The So¬ 
cial Network, the Faceboolc 
chronicle that’s all about 
today’s crude, rude world 
of getting yours at the ex¬ 
pense of others, whether 
online or in real life. 

The theme of past and 
present, traditional and 
topical, runs ah through 
the Oscars. For best ac¬ 
tress, the front-runner is 
29-year-old Natalie Port- 
man in Black Swan, with 


52-year-old Annette Ben- 
ing — a three-time loser at 
the Oscars — as sentimen¬ 
tal favourite for The Kids 
Are A11 Right. 

For supporting actress, 
50-year-old Melissa Leo, 
whose career caught fire 
in middle age, is favoured 
for The Fighter, with 14- 
year-old newcomer Hailee 
Steinfeld a potential un¬ 
derdog winner for her film 
debut in True Grit. 

Long before nomina¬ 
tions came out, the show’s 
organizers settled on a duo 
of youthful hosts — Anne 
Hathaway and James Fran¬ 
co — and promised a 
brisk, breezy ceremony 
that would be fun and fun¬ 
ny while paying respect to 
Hollywood's rich past. 

“A lot of the show will 
definitely be about bring¬ 
ing in a fresh crop of 
movie viewers,” said Fran¬ 
co, also a first-time nomi¬ 
nee for best actor for 127 
Hours. “But also, one of

the backbones or arcs of 
the show is to appreciate 
the histoiy of film.”

MB: I thought Colin Firth should have won it last year over Bridges. 
He’ll get it this year, though, and it isn’t even Bridges that’s his 
main competition. It’s Jesse Eisenberg, maybe even Franco. 



Portman or Bening for Best actress? 

Portman 74.58% Bening 25.42% 

RC: A month ago I would have said Natalie Portman 
hands down, but now I’m not sure. Black Swan rep¬ 
resents a career high for her and she is veiy good 
in it, but I wonder if her subsequent career choices 
may Norbit her chances at a win. Following up a 
tour-de-force performance with a bad rom com and a 
few announced raunchy comedies may not endear 
her to the Academy voters.

On Jan. 6, Frederic Piche 
was just getting settled in 
for a run at the Memorial 
Cup with the Saint John 
Sea Dogs. 

The journeyman goal- 
tender had arrived with 
the country’s top team 
just four months earlier 
and was posting sparkling 
numbers. He hadn’t even 
entertained the notion of 
being traded again. 


So when Sea Dogs head 
coach Gerard Gallant in¬ 
formed him at the trade 
deadline he had been 
dealt to the Halifax 
Mooseheads, Piche didn’t 
buy it. 

“At the beginning, I 
thought the coach was 
kidding, honestly,” he said 
with a laugh. “But after 
that, I realized I’d get 
more ice time with the 
Mooseheads and I knew 
they had a young team. I 
wanted to bring my veter¬ 
an leadership to help 


them get to the playoffs.” 

Talk about a shock to 
the system in a first-to- 
almost-worst transaction. 
In his first game with the 
Herd — against his former 
team, no less — he let in a 
goal 39 seconds in on the 
first shot he faced and 
four goals in his first peri¬ 
od alone. 

That was Game 2 of a 
seven-game Mooseheads 
losing streak that saw 
them allow 45 goals. 

But since then, the 19- 
year-old from Gatineau, 


Que., has quietly adjusted 
to playing for the Moose¬ 
heads, the fourth QMJHL 
team of his career. 

“When you come from 
the No. 1 team in Canada, 
you don’t get that many 
shots,” Piche said. “There 
are more scoring chances 
here, and it was tough for 
me to figure it out. But 
now I think I’m working 
well with the guys and it’s 
going well.” 

His 3.17 goals-against 
average and .887 save per¬ 
centage in 12 games are a 


far cry from his numbers

Bluenose boxers

O Nova Scotia semifinal sweep sets stage for exciting Friday night

Under the bright lights at 
the Halifax Forum, Nova 
Scotia’s boxers ruled the 
day in front of the home 
crowd. 

It was a Bluenose sweep 
in the ring, with Nova Sco¬ 
tia going four-for-four in 
Thursday’s semifinals at 
the Canada Winter Games 
to set up an exciting gold- 
medal Friday in Halifax. 

North Preston’s Jason 
Downey got the crowd 
roaring in the second fight 
of the night, setting the 
tone with a hard-fought 
win over Bradley Wilcox 
of Hamilton, Ont., in the 
52-lcilogram class. 

“It’s wonderful — I’m 
so happy for them,” said 
Downey of Nova Scotia’s 
overwhelming success in 
the ring. “That’s my team. 
We’re all a big family. We 
eat together, we chill to¬ 
gether, we do eveiything 
together ... We’re just like 
brothers.” 

Sackville’s Taylor Gor¬ 
don followed up Downey 
with a gritty victory over 
Quebec’s Jordan Goulet in 
the 69-lcilogram class. Mid¬ 
dleton’s Cyrus Taylor (64 
kilos) and Kentville’s Matt 
Whitford (91 kilos) scored 
wins later in the night. 

Downey said his three- 
year-old sister, Seven, 
asked him to win the fight 
for her. 

“My mom called me last 
night and she said (Seven) 
wanted to speak to me, 
and she said, ‘Can you win 


this fight for me?”’ he re¬ 
called. “That was on my 
mind when I was in the 
ring. Just win that fight for 
my baby sister.” 

Downey said he fielded 
plenty of questions about 
whether he had a chance 
against Wilcox, a three¬ 
time national champion. 

“I would tell them, ‘I’m 
not worried about him,”’ 
Downey said. “He’s a 
three-time national 

champ because he didn’t 
fight me yet.”
